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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1-67 are 
allowed. 

Regarding independent claims 1,18,35,50,58 and 64 are given a similar reason, according 
prior arts of record and cited art fail to disclose a specific arrangement rectifier module associate 
with a combination structure for a multi-pole high speed generator, comprising: an exciter 
including a plurality of exciter armature windings wound thereon; and one or more rectifier 
module assemblies each coupled to receive an AC signal generated in one of the plurality of 
excite armature windings, each rectifier module comprising: a substantially bat base including a 
plurality of conductive circuit runs on a surface thereof the base being dimensioned to mount 
within the exciter; a first diode circuit, including an anode and a cathode, having the 'mode 
electrically coupled to at least a first of said plurality conductive circuit runs; a second diode 
circuit, including all anode and a cathode, having its cathode electrically coupled to at least a 
second of said plurality of conductive circuit runs, and a conductive element electrically coupling 
together the cathode of said tint diode circuit and the anode of said second diode circuit.
